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REMARKS 

Claims 1-5 are in the application and are indicated as being allowable except for objections 
to the drawings and in the claims, as stated in the final Office Action. 

In order to address the indicated defects in the application, claims 1 to 5 are hereby 
amended, first, by replacing the expression, "any one of pants, culottes, and skirts", with "an article 
of clothing" in the preambles of the respective claims; second, by deleting "it's" from lines 17 and 
20 of claim 1, and, third, by deleting the expression, "sewing together", from line 18 of claim 1. 

As a result of these amendments to the claims, it is submitted, first, that the objection to the 
drawings under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) is overcome without need for additional illustrations since all of the 
claims are directed broadly to "an article of clothing having waist pockets", an example of which is 
illustrated in the drawings. 

Otherwise, it is submitted that the objections to the claims stated in the Office Action have 
been duly overcome by elimination of the language found by the Examiner to be defective. 

Finally, in order to provide antecedent support for the change made in the preambles of the 
respective claims, the specification is hereby amended to add, on page 1, line 7, the expression, 
"articles of clothing including". 

By these amendments hereof, it is submitted that the application is in condition for 
allowance and the same is respectfully requested.
